is ſer down in an elegant compariſon : rhey are as the ſtar- 
zering s after the In.gatherings of the ſummer fruit, as the grape 
gleanings afier the Vimagehere andthere a berry inthe $4) 
of a bongh, nor an whole clafter any where left ro cart. Shee 
needed full cluſters; che worke Shee hadro doe, requiry 
many able hands,and gracious hearts. There werecluſters 
enough of vile 0nes,whole boughs, whole trees, whole hedg 
rowes of ſach were to bee found avery where. Every Fa- 
mily, every ftreet, Towne and City abounded with them, 
There were Princes that were oppreflors, Judges wha re. 
ceived bribes; great men uttering their miſchievous deſires, 
a world of people who lay in-wait for blood, who could bunt every 
man his Lhe aa with a Net , that could doe evill wth both hands 


.earneitl, the beſt of them a bryar, the moſt apright ſharper then a 


thorne hedge: bur ſuch a then ſcattering of men will;ng and fit 
for the ſervice of God and his Church, that if one tearched 
as diligently as 2 iogencs.didin Athens at noone day for an 
honeſt man, he was hardly to bee found. Bathow comes 
the Church to bee thus empty : had ſhee never any betrer 
ſtore? O yes! ſhee hac preciom Sons, comparable to fine Gold; 
Shee had Nazaritespurey then ſnow, whiter then milk: Ar the 
firſt ſhee had ber Judges,that were upright and wiſe;her Pro- 
phets, thac taughe them the feare of 'the Lord; her Prieſts 
and Levites pure, who bore the Veffels ofthe Sanuary;ſhee 
bad her mighty mer, and the men of Warre; the honourable man 
and the Counſellor, the cunning Artificer, and theeloquenmt Ora- 
roar: Shee had every place turniſhed with men of renown, 
che Throne, the (ampe, the Sexare, the (olledge, the Cry; bur 
in hergreateſt need, they were well nigh ail gone, How 
gone > Were they apoſtatized? had they voJunrarily lefc 
her? no,nekcher; bur even per:ſbed, cur oft before rheir rime, 
and for theſe things ſhe weeps,her eyes rundown with tears,and 
ſhe cr, cs out,YFoe ts me,becanſe the comforters which ſhould ve.

| ' Thewords need no great exphcatior, only let us enquire what 
is meant by the good was: Secondly , what by the good mans 
periſhing. : : 
| By a good man in thelargeſt ienſe is meant a godly man, a holy 
man, a righteous man , but more fr:2!y, here a goodwar is an 
uſcfullman, ſuch are in/frumenrs of good to others, ſuch asare 
good Magiſtrates, the pillars of a State, who execute judgement 
and Juſtice in the gate: a CHorgecai who 1eekes the wealth Hef. 20. 2. 
cf his peoplegand procueres peage to all hes ſeed, Or good Minifters.ſuch , Chron, 24. 
an one 4s Jehoiada, who did good in !ſract, {uch an one as Barnabas, 45 
4 good man and full of the hoiy Ghoſt, b y whoſe Min iftery mach 1 ST o3qe 
people were added untothe Lord. A good Father in a Family; as 
Abraham, who teaches all his Children the feare of the Lords Thus 
ſome interpret that place, Rom 5. 7. Scarcety for « righteous man Gen? 
will one dre,yet peraaventare for a good mar ſome wonld even dare to die: © 9 
that though they would hardly die to excuſe an erdinary man 
though goaly, yet fome emment uſeful! man, they would not on- 
ly with the Galathians pluck ont their eyes, but lay downe their 
lives for them. | 5 
Secondly , what by periſhing;how the good man may be ſaid 
toperiſo, You know topetiſh in the common acceptation is ta- | [i 
ken in the worſt ſenſe, to be cut off from the Land of the living 
by the hand of God in wrathand fury, and their ſouls caſt for 'Y 
ever into the pit of Hell : but thus the good man periſheth not, 
though the wicked be driven away to Hell is his wickedneſſe, yer the Prop 
righteons hath hope in bzs death. But here toperiſh, andelſewhere, "ff 
5 to dic immaturely, wnſcaſovably , to bee cut off from the place 
where they were #/ef/, and could ill be ſpared. Many excel- 
lent leſſons doe theſe words hold forth unto us : As firſt x 
The Prophet makes the Churches condition his owne, with 
«ron bearing them one his ſhoulders, on his breſt-plate, yea in 
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his very heart. Tfit be ill with the Church, you may diſcerne 
it in his countenance, hear it by his ſpeech-If well.by the cheer- 
tulnefſe of his ſpirit. If they bee affliQed , ke mournes; it rey 
rejoice, he is cheerfull with them. | 
Secondly , the Prophet obierves all his people, whole faces 
ſtand towards h:aven,\y ho look another way;who are ſainrs, who 
are Children of Bcl:al, is diligent to know the ſtate of his flock. 
Thirdly,that it s nonew thing to find in the Church of God, 
many evi{l, and few good ; 1n Gods held, many rarer, little good Corn; 
in his Barze floar, much chaffe, and lutle heat ; in his great hanſe, 
many veſſels of diſhonear, and few of honour; many ſtanes, few precious 
ones; in his dreg-Net abunaaxce of weeds, many v4d Fyher,and few 
good 0n21,10 his LV iney ara, many welde grapes, and few right grapes, 
Fourthly, And this alſo; that even thole few godly men, 
which are the Churches treaſure,are \ubje&t to Death,even 1m« 
mature and untimely death, as well as others. But 1 paſſe over 
alltheſe, with a bare mention of them : and confine my {elf to 
theſe :wo Obſervayuns, as moſt cleerely held forth in the Text, 
and ſuitable to this ſad meeting. | 
Firſt, that che moſt excellent and uſeſull men , are oftentakgn away, 
when the Church eonldill ſpare tbem. The Church at this time did 
abound (as we alſo now doe) with Sons of Belial, compailed a- 
bout with many Enemies, and therefore needed the firſt ripe 
fruits, many choile Inftruments.and yet thoſe very few ſhe had 
were now taken away; the good men is periſhed ont of the Earth, 
Secondlv.that when. God doth this, it is a mutior of ſad lament ation;

how many of our choiſeſt Nobles, Parliament men, fouldich, 
and Miniſters, hath the hand of God deprived us of > But 
what need we ſeck for moreexamples, when our blefled Lord

Bp Reaſs::, This is oneof the Lords ſtrangeſt workes, a. worke wherein 

xereby he pro» iS enemies often rejoicez and his people mourne, the reaſon 

vides fir bis theref--re ſhould diligently bee ſought out ; in which enquiry 

Wnt Slory, we ſhall find, that he, whoſe works are all done with unſearCh- 

- able wiſdome,and for excellent ends, doth hereby firſt provide 
| forhiszaw+ glory, andthat many waies. 

As firſt, he often takes away inſtruments.that it may be known 
that his Church and Cauſe is not ſupported by them,, butby 
himlſelfe alone; ' that the pillars of the Church are not borne 
up by atiy created ftrength, but by him, hos meaſureth the water 
inthe hollow of his hand, andweighsthe Mountaines in the Scales, and 
the Hils in a Ballance;that men may know, when the youths faint and 
be mearj, andthe young menutterly fall, the moſt aRiye and able 1n- 

x, {ruments brought to nothing, yet the Church 1s carryed in bis 

Ef4.40. boſome,and by him alone ſhall renew its frength, and mount up with 

| wings 41 an Eagle, run and net be weary,walk andnot be faint. 

2 Wiſdome, Secondly, to ſet out his wiſdome and the aboundance of ſpi- 
rit, in providing variety of inſtruments: hee purpoſely takes 
ſome away,to make way for others,as inthe frame of the world 
the variety of the creatures indued with their ſeverall abilities, 
doe all ſerve for the beauty and good of the Univerſe - and 
thereby ſet forth the wiſdome, as well as the power of the Cre- 
ator: {0 here wu ſhall have one part. /o[þ»ah another;and ſoſÞu. 
ab ſhal doas excellently in Canaan as Hoſes in the Vilderneſſe,hee 
ſhall honour God as much in the 41litary pert, as the other in 
the legall:E!ihx a young man ſhall convince 10), and compell him 
to Live glory to God, when other wiſe and gracions men » much older 
then hisfacher,had long wrangled with him to little purpoſe. Eli. 
ſha who powred water upon E/jabs hands, ſhall worke 

more 
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more CMiracles then his Maſter did: Yea, Chriſts Apoſt- 7,1, 
les ſh Il doe. greater workes they hee himſelje aid, that the 
Abo may know that hee hath aboundanc e of the Sparit. 
ther Kings and Princes are compelicd to preſerve their chicte 
Inftruments, becauſe when they are gone they know not where 
to findea ſupply, but God (as he needs none 1o) when he plea- 
{eth to uſe any, can raiſe up ſtones to-be children, and children. 
to doe the worke of men.and yet all theſe emptie Pipes, further 
then he fills them, bubbles, cafily broken, furcher then hee ſup- 
ports them. And that is the firit rcaſon. 

Secondly, As for his owneglory, fo herein heealſo provides , F1- the good 
for the goed of his ownepeople, his owne I lay, both them that are bis 0wn,vf 
thus cut off, and them that remaine behinde. Firſt, of them who them who die. 
dye, for they are henceforth freed from their labours, from the 
body of finne, from the cohabitation of it, the moleſtation of 
it-and the too often prevailing power of it, from the fiery darts 
of Sathans temptations, from the converſation of the wicked, 
from their oppoſitions, perſecutions ; from the worlds allure- 
ments on the right hand, and aftl;&tions on the left hand, from 
all theſe they are delivered, with which hitherto they had been [/z. 57, 
vexed ; yea and oft times taken away from greater eyils to come, 
and they alſo enter into reſt, receiving the full recompence of 
all their labours, not onely what they have actually done, but 
even what they. were reſolved and prepared to doe, if God had 
been pleaſed to employ them any longer in his ſervice. 

Secondly,for the good of them that lrve,(though this ſeem moſt , Of them 
unlikely ) who ſhall loſe nothing by cutting the pipes whereby y,þo.live, 
mercies are conveyed,as longas the fountain of power and good. 
nefſe remaines intire in God himſelfe, who can and will iflue it 
out by other waies and meanes.to as great advantage of his peo- 

ple:yeasI ſay, he makes them gainers by it.and that ſeveral wales. 

Euft, He hereby cures them of one of the moſt dangerous e- 
vils which his peopleare or can be guilty of, and that is. ſetting 
up the inſtruments of their good to be Idol: in their hearts, 
which they are extreame prove todoe ; and for this very cauſe Ws 
doth the Lord often breake theſe bubbles with the touch of his **+34 6- 

finger, that his people may thinke of them no otherwiſe then 
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body of eſe, and would never let the people know where his 
grave wasgbecaule he foreſaw that they would be ready to wor- 
ſhip his dead body. 


Secondly, hereby the Lord doth bumble his people, and awd 


them with che feare of his wrath, making them ſentible of 1t, in 
theſe heave ſtroakes, and quicken them more up to prayer, anc ſe= 
riow ſeeking after himlelfe, as this Church dorh in this place ; 
Woe is me,the good man is periſhed, the Princes, the Judges,the 
Nobles, &c. areall naught» none to be truſted, neither Wite,nor 
Father,nor brother, ver.7. then followes, therefore wil! [ locke to 
the Lord, [ will wan for the God of my ſalvat:0v, my God will heare mee, 
And this leflon the Lord taught his people by ſofiahs death, La- 
ment.5.ver.6. &c. The Crowne t fallen from owr heads, good King 
Tofiah is dead. Woe unto ts that we have fimed, ſor thu our heart 
faint, for theſe things our eyes are dm, but thou (O Lord) remaineſ for 
ever, thy throne from generation te generation, Wherefore 4s? they for- 
get #6 for ever, and forſake wu ſo longtime, Turne thou ww, Lord, ants 
thee, and we ſhall be turned.Now this is one of the greateſt bleilings 
in the world, to be put into ſuch an humble, p:nitent, praying» 
ſecking temper as this is,his death which can procure this 15 like 
to be more advantageous then any mans life. 

Thirdl ', Hereby the Lord makes his Church more ſe»//b/e of 
his power, goodneſſe, and faithfulneſſe, when they ſhall finde all theſe 
conſtantly continued, even when the inſtruments are taken a- 
way. | | 

Thus «3eſes the man of God taught the people upon 
the meditation of all the Sonnes of men returning to duſt, 
to ſtay themſelves wholly upon God, who was therr dwelling 
place tm all generations, from everlaſting to everlaſting, a God all ſuffi. 
C1ext, 

Thirdly, though he doth this for the good of his owne gory, 
and the good of his owne Saints, both the 11vimg and the dead, 
yet hereby he makes way for his wrath «pon others, who injoyed 
them, and either oppoſed them, or under-valued them or 11- 
proved them not as they might have done, this God threatens,

Give me leave now to make a briefe application of this: Firſt, yi x, 


Is this ſo, doch God often times takhe away rhe moſt nſefuil mes, when 
bus Church hath moſt need ofthem, then let all the Church learne 
never to reſt on men, how excellent ſeever. Tbeeinne with this firit, 
becauſe it is our great and generall finne, thatwe either vilfic or 
deifie all Gods initruments, either reſpecting them lefle or more 
then God will have us : if God give us any precious Jewels, wee 
deale as the /ſreelites did in the wilderneile, turne our golden 
Eare-Rings into an Idoll and thereby change our glory into our 
ſhame and miſery, offering infinite injury unto God,who gives 
us theſe meanes to uſe, but not to depend upon; to bring us 
neerer to him, not as we finfully makethem occafions to draw 
us further from him ; this is a very great finne, whereby we 
loſe the taſte of Gods goadneſſe, while we choole to reſpect the 
ſtreame rather then the Fountaine, and even take our hear: off 
from Goa, and ftay too much upon the creature, making our 
comfort to cbbe and flow according as theſe weake props doe 
brea'.e or hold. and even compel! Godtr deprive mw of them, as Exe- 
kiah uted the Brazen Serpent, reſerving it in an honourable 
ſhrine folong as it was but looked upon; as a monument of Goas 


delru:rance; But when once they went a #hormg after it, hee 


brake it in pleces ; and that they might know, it was but Nebuſh- 
tan, a piece of Braile : thus doe we break our ftaves in leaning 
too hard upon them. 


It isconfidently reported that theK.of Sw:dena little beforehis 


death told ſome inward friends, he verily feared God would wr 
uſe

{ome good men have {aid of ſome choice Inſtruments, whoſe 
hearts were right with God, and zealous in his cauſe, Theſe are 
the men who muſt doethe deed, God will certainly deliver us by 
their hands : Who when they have heard of the (ſudden and un- 
{caſonable cutting off of thoſe men, have beene forced tolay 
their hand Upon their mouth, and to lay; What fooles are wee to 
expett any great things from man, whoſe breath is in his noſtrills ? 
Ged hath ſadly brokeall our carnall confidence, ſome excell. nt 
men he hath tooke away by death ; ſome,whom we over-tugtily 
valued, have beene permitted to diſcover tbe ſalſeneſſe of their owne 
hearts;others.little lefle then blaſted by peoples mi/take,although 
their hearts remaine upright to God and hrs cauſe. AndI veri- 
ly feare, left our relying roo mnch upon the afliſtance ot our bre- 
thren from Scotlavdwith their Armies, may more prejudice theirs 
and our ſuccefle, then the trength of the Ememies can doe. Let 
us therefore be perſwaded in the feare of God, to «ſe men, as 
Gods inſtruments, but &#i/a nothing upon them, left our expe- 
Qation prove that of Ceſar Borgis, who built infinite projets 
upon his intcreſt in the Pope,and when newes was brought him 
of the Popes ſudden death, cried out, This I never thought up- 
on, now my deſignes are all loſt ! Certainly, who ever lookes 
for much from men, how excellent ſoever, will provelike men 
who goe to lotteries with their heads full of hopes, and returne 
with their hearts full of blankes. 

Let therfore every one whom God hath fitted for any ſervice, 
doe what their hand fiedes to doc with alltheir power : this 1s Solomons 
counſel, Eccleſ.g,& upon this very ground,whatſoever thy hand 
fandeth to do,do it with all thy might.for there is neither work, 
nor device,nor knowledge,nor wiſedome in the Grave, whither 
thou goeſt ; as it he ſhould have ſaid, thou knoweſt not ow /org 
God will uſe thee, lay not up thy Talent in a Napkin, thy Ma- 
ftcr may ſuddenly call thee to an account for it. his De our

her {craping and picking, as if ſhe had loſt nothing : Even 
ſo doe wee, preſfeatly forgetring our: grear loſſes, bur no 


man ſicting alone by himſelfe, to enquire hat God: hath 
done? and what Hee meanes 10 doewithus? or, what wee-have- 


done to provoke him thus far ag ainſt w?chrufting ſach thoughts 
far away from us , paſſing by on the other {ide of the way; 
as the Przeſt and Levite did by the wounded man,as if it nothing 
concerned us:.O, Beloved,this wofull ſecurity and regard- 
leſnefſe of oure, is one of . the {2ddeſt tokens of Gods pur- 
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Aſſembly of Divines,at the Funerall of Mc Þ y M1, 


Poſe ftj'1 :o'bring us lower. It was the Prapher Hoſea his 
complainr againſt Ifracl, alittle before their u:rec ruine, 


Strangers have devoured bis ſirength, and he knew # nots gray uſer 5, g, 


baires were bere and there upon him, and he regarded it not: 
The loſſe of good men was one of his 2ray hairs, which argu- 
ed his dech;ning, and his not-regardiugit was the ſaddeſt e- 
vidence of his incurableneile; tne Lord in mercy make us 
ſenſible of theſe heavy ſtrokes before ir be too laic, left we 
prove like them of the old world, whe ddeate and drinke, 
marry and gruvein marriage,and wouuld know nothing, «pill 
the flood came, and ſwept them all away. 

Secondly, but how exceedingly doth this diſcover the 
wickeaneſſe , the drvelhſhneſſe of the ſpirits of ageneration 
of men amongſt us, whoare ſo farre from bemoaning and 
lamenting the iofſe of good men,thar they have no greater 
joy or content, thento heareof their fall ; who, with the

Bur ſtay, profane and 
wicked mang(if any ſuch be here)and ler me a lirtle reaſon 
with thee : VWhar ſuch cauſe is there of thy rejoicing? art 
thou a gainer by their deaths? doſt thou imagine to reſt 
more ſafely, becauſe the Pillars of the honſe which covers 
thee are taken away?haſt thou any ſurer footzng. becauſe the 
bough is cut whereupon thou rreadeſt ; becauſe the thread 
is curting aſunder,whereby the Sword hangs which is over 
thy head, art thou therefore further from danger ? or doſt 
thon conceive that God hath taken them away to gratifie 
theed is it poſſible for thee to thinke that they who are thus 
precious in his eyes,who are to him as the apple of his own

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eye, are byhim removed for any advantage to thee, whom 


his ſoule haceth? I cell thee nay; I cell thee,if thou weigh- 
eſt chings ſeriouſly,thou ſhalt finde their /zfe was thy gaze, 
and their death thy loſſe; becauſe itaſſures rhee, firf, that 
thou art now deprivedof them, whoputup many a prayer 
for thee ; who ſtoodin the gap, toturne away wrath from 
thee; for whoſe ſake thou {aredſt the berter every day,God 
delighting ro doe good to the place where his children 
lived. Andſecondiy, their death aſſures thee, hat thou 
alſo muſt aye : If the green tree bee cut downe, the dry muſt not 
long eſcape, not only die,hur after chy death thou muſt come to 
judgement; and their foals whom rhou thus hated'ſt will 
give moſt terrible evidence againſt thee, of allthe ungodly 
deeds which thou baſt ungodly committed , and of all the hatred, 
ſpite, and hard ſpeeches, which thou haſt thus long exerciſed 
and ſpoken againſt chem : che very ſight of whom art that 
day will be more dreadfull to thee, then the moſt terrible 
Lyon, as terrible as Death,or Hell it ſelfe. 

Thirdly, and laſtly, would Ged have the death of his

was there, amongſt the Heathens, any thing eſteemed a

in the mean time you be ſtrangers from God,and ic may be, 
enemies tohim, his wayes, his ſervants and his ordinances:

: by God, his eAngels, and Sazms: and conldſt thou gueſſe the 
diſcourſes will bee of thee when thou art dead , thou

Secondly, H-e was a man of apublike ſpirit, a moſt uſefull 
man, Hee was the good Man of thas Text, vwholly laid our for 
the publike good : the publike ſatery vvas vyrictenin His 
heart,as men report, Queen Mary ſaid thatCallis was in hers: 
it was Hi meat anddrinke, His worke, Hy exerciſe, His re« 
creation, Hzs pleaſure, His ambition, His all: Whar He was, 
was only to promote the publique good- in and for this He 
liv'd, in and by this He died. And this excellent uſefull ſpi- 
rito: his, wasaccompanied with three admirable proper- 
ties, wherein he excelled all rhat ever I knevv; and moſt 
that ever I read of: Firſt,ſuch ingleneſſe of heart zhar no by- 
reſped could any whic ſway him; no reſpeRt of any Friead: 
Hee regarded them in their due place, bur knew neirher 
Brother, Kinſman,nor Friend,Superior nor Inferior,when 
they Rood in the way ro hinder his purſuit of the pablike 
good : Magzs amzeca Reſpublica: Andheuſed to ſay, Sach 
8 one is myentirefraend, io whom I am much obliged, but I muſt 
20t pay my private debts out of the publike ſlocke; Yeano ſelf-re- 
ſpe#,no private erids of His own or family, were in any de. 
oree regarded, but Himſelf and His were wholly [wailowed 
np in the care of the pnblike ſafe:y; inſomuch chat when 
fricnds have often per him in mind of his his family& poſte- 
ty , andpreft him, that alrhough he regarded not himſ If, 
yet he ought to provide that it might be well wich his Fa- 
mily; (athing which they thought he might eafily. pro- 
cure:) his ordinary aruſwer was, If zt were wellwith the pub-

to give light roothers, VVho knows nor all this to be true, 
who knew hes mans converſation? not only ſince the time 
of chis Parliamenr,buc for many yeers rogether hath he bin 
a great pillar to uphold our ſinking frame; a M after work- 
man,labouring to repaire our ruinous houlezand under the 
weight of this worke hath the Lord permicted chis rare

 Andas His Life, ſuch was His Death, enjoying all the

ſted ro be preient at the opening of bis body;and well neer 
a thouſand people, firſt and laſt, who came many of them 
out of curiofiry,and were freely pe1mitred to ſee his Corps, 
can. and doe abundantly teſtihe the falſhood and fou'nefle 
of this report;the Diſeaſe whereof he dyed, being uo other 
rhen an Impoſthume in his Bowels.
